Dear Mr. Gibbons: 

Ae toe Tenaatere begins lte national organising drive, we are aura that 
you Intend to give consideration to the lanortance of e good comnunlty 
relatione orogrea aa oart of your effort. 

Thle letter le a requaet for an appolntaent to dlacuaa with you the 
natura of euch a orogrea aa edaptad to the neede of tna Tenaetera union 
and the quailfloatIona of tea writers of tnle letter to adalnlater auch 
a orogrea. 

Othar unions, particularly In the CIO, have civil rights, F1PC or alallnr 
dlvlalone within thalr unions. Thaae divisions usually work very closely 
with the organising division of the union. 

Va era not proposing that the Teaastere aet up e alnority division, but 
we know that a prograa oriented in that direction. If well planned and 
eo-ordinatad with the overall orogrea of the union will be of lneatiaeble 
value to the Taiaeters. 

As yon. are undoubtedly mrere, e large oortlon of the unorganised workers 
in Aearlca are Negroes end other alnority grouoe. Becauae they are usually 
aora tlgntly organised as groans, auceaaful organising efforts in the 
coaaualtlee In which they are heavily reoreaented often deoende on a 
co-ordinated coauaunlty relations orogrHB. 

The writers of tnie letter ere both well qualified to develop auch a orogrea. 
Me neve had emerlence In eomnanlty organisation technlouea which make auch 
orogrea* auceaaful. & 2 Ch e orogrea la relatively ineznenalve when coaonred 
to othar forae of organising efforts. 

Ve believe euch a prograa would be of great value to the Teoaatere both in 
eupnort of Its organising drive end In lte favorable public relations effects. 

If you ere Interested In euch a orograa, we will a*nd you e brochure out¬ 
lining the orogrea end our background a and refarencea. Ve would like to 
arrange a conference with you to discuss this rronoeel in detail.
